For the past

Instruction and State Authority Prior to Receipt of 
Any Assistance on Protect — Study To Bo Made of 
Financial Ability of Several Districts in Joint OrgeaL 
zation to Meet Share of Obligation — Enrollment in 
Schools is Fast Increasing. 


LANGHORNE, Dec. 30 — The Langhorne-Middle* 
town Joint Board of School Directors is planning to make 
formal application for a $1,000,000 loan from the State 
School Building Authority for the construction of a new 
high school building. There are several matters that have 
to be cleared with the Department of Public Instruction 
and the State School Building Authority prior to receiving 
any assistance on the project. The Bureau of Administra­ 
tion in the Department of Public Instruction will make a 
study of the financial ability of the several districts in the 
joint organization to determine whether they can meet 
their respective share of the annual rental cost. 
"At the end of the following fiscal year the finance# 
of the school districts will probably be much better than 
they are at the present time because the present encum­ 
brances on the new addition to the existing high school 
building will be removed," it is stated by a school board 
spokesman. 
"Hie outlook from the pupil point of view ia one 
that makes imperative immediate action by the Board of 
School Directors to find a solution to the housing and edu­ 
cation of the youth of this community. It is anticipated 
that within the next five years the high school will have 
an enrollment of more than 750 pupils, grades 7-12, and 
the elementary schools more than 1,000 children. Our 
present facilities can accommodate only about 1200 pupils 
as a maximum.
